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This is a decision on the petition, filed January 11, 2006, under 37 CFR 1.313(b) to withdraw the 
above-identified application from issue after payment of the issue fee.

Reg. 14865, 14873 (Mar. 20. 2000), 1233 Off. Gaz. Pat. Office 47. 54 (Apr. 1 1, 2000). 

The instant petition is not accompanied by any of the above. 

Petitioner may consider filing under 37 CFR 1.313(c)(2).
